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Chard's 'onion man'good 
enough for national shows 


CHARD horticulturalist John Davies has been known 
locally as the "onion man"for many years, but he has 
now been told he should be shwing his magnificent 
vegetables nationally. 

Mr Davies entered Melplash Show in Bridport, 
Dorset, last week and the judge told him he should 
go on to bigger things. 

The happy gardener came home with the Com¬ 
mander and Mrs Eyre Perpetual ChallengeTrophy for 
the best exhibit in the vegetable section and Best in 
Show for a display of his medium sized onions, which 
dwarf the average garden produce. 

At Taunton Flower Show he also won the heaviest 
example, weighing in at nine pounds (over four kilo¬ 
grams). 

The fantastic veggies were not his heaviest and Mr 
Davies, the son of a farmer, still has some growing, 
one of which he hopes will beat last year's record of 
12 pounds in weight. 

He said was pleased to be recommended for the na¬ 
tional shows but, unfortunately, travelling to them to 
set up and take down his displays was not realistic. 

Retired from his job of Artexing ceilings, Mr Davies, 
who has lived in Chard since 1968, has been selecting 
his own seed from the Kelsae variety since catching 
the gardening bug in 1988 . He said the secret to a 
good onion was the soil pH which he sends off for 
testing every year. 

The Kelsae, marketed as a large show onion since 
its introduction in the 1950s, was recommended to 
prefer a pH of 6.75 - 7.25 but Mr Davies said he liked 
to use a pH of eight. 

For those feeling inadequate by the huge success 
of "the onion man" he pointed out that even he had 
failures and, although also known for his leeks, this 
year they had all gone to seed. 

Wife Sue said she was pleased her husband had his 
gardening as it kept him out from under her feet and

she always knew where to find him. She had been 
making onion soup but said she had gone off leeks 
so was not disappointed with this year's failed crop. 

What happens to all those onions every year? Mr 
Davies said he happily gives most of them away.

Lions call surprise 
halt on annual race 

ILMINSTER and District Lions Club has made the 
shock announcement that, after some 20 years, 
about 5,000 runners and raising the best part of 
£50,000 for various charities, it has decided not to 
hold its annual 10k race this year. 

The decision was taken because the club faced a 
significant increase in the cost of staging the event 
due to new charges being introduced by Somerset 
County Council, which are now responsible for 
road closures and health and safety issues. 

The club decided it would be inappropriate to 
pass on these new costs to the runners in the form 
of an increased entry fee and, with great reluc¬ 
tance, decided to cancel the 2013 race, which was 
due to take place in November.

O NE of the most feared defenders in 
modern-day football will be the 
guest speaker at a sporting dinner 
being organised by Lyme Regis Football 
Club. 

Former West Ham United and Liverpool full-back 
Julian Dicks will be appearing at the function to be 
held at the Woodmead Halls on Friday, September 
6th. 

Dicks was nicknamed "TheTerminator"because of 
his ferocious tackling and competive nature during 
a 14-year professional career cut short by injury. 

Born in Bristol, Dicks started his football career 
with Birmingham City for whom he made 89 ap¬ 
pearances between 1985 and 1988. 

He was transferred to West Ham United for a fee of 
£300,000 in 1988 in and went on to play 159 games 
for the Hammers and scored 29 goals, captaining 
the side at the age of 23, before Graeme Souness 
took him to Liverpool in 1993. 

The move to Anfield was not a successful one for 
Dicks (although he was the last player to score in 
front of the standing Kop end) and he returned to 
Upton Park a year later, staying at the club until 
1999, having made a further 103 appearance and 
scoring another 21 goals, many of them penalties. 

Dicks played for England Under 21s and the Eng¬ 
land B team but never got a full international cap. 

After retiring from first class football Dicks tried his 
hand at managing with WivenhoeTown and Grays 
Athletic and also became a professional golfer but 
had to give this up because of a knee injury. 

Dicks is now a respected and much-in-demand 
coach and will be taking a session for the Lyme Regis 
Youth section players on the Anning Road playing 
field on the morning of Saturday, September 7th for 
a fee of £5 per player, which will include a signed 
certificate and a trophy for the most promising 



youngster. At the sporting dinner, Dicks will be in¬ 
terviewed by Tony MacDonald, editor of the West 
Ham United retro magazine EX, to be followed by a 
question and answer session. There will also be an 
auction of football memorabilia.
